GETTING STARTED 


Growing a green manure crop is as 
easy as throwing out a handful of 
seed onto freshly dug ground, followed 
by raking to cover the seed. 
Digging-in at the end isn't necessary, 
as by slashing & leaving the green 
manure crop on the surface you have 
'instant' mulch. 

This is cheaper than constantly 
importing mulch & doesn't introduce 
new weeds. Plants should be slashed 
while still green and lush, usually just 
as flowers form. A combination of 

a legume & a grass works well, the 
legume providing nitrogen & the grass, 


such as oats, the bulk of the organic 
matter. Green manures can also be 
used to smother persistent weeds, such 
as couch grass. Good choices for weed 
suppression include cowpea, lucerne, & 
buckwheat. 


WHAT IS A LEGUME? 


Legumes are clover, lucerne, peas, 
beans & other related plants. They are 
often used for green manures because 
they build (or "fix") nitrogen in the soil. 
They do this by forming a symbiotic 
relationship with bacteria called 
rhizobia, which live within a specialised 
structure, called a nodule, on the plant's 
roots. The rhizobia can take nitrogen 
from the air & convert it to the form 
plants normally obtain from the soil. 


PLANTING TIPS 


3k check the pH, legumes dislike acid 
soil 

3k correct any nutrient deficiencies 
(except nitrogen) before sowing 

3k to avoid seed being hard to sow 
evenly after inoculating, pelletise by 
adding agricultural lime

WHY INOCULATE? 


For maximum nitrogen fixation, legume 
seeds must be "inoculated" or coated 
with the specific bacteria for each plant. 
Green Harvest provides the inoculant 
for each legume whenever you order 
seed, so that the full potential of nitrogen 
fixation is available to your plants. 

It is easy to do, instructions are on 

the inoculant bags. If you buy seed 
elsewhere, make sure you purchase the 
correct inoculant (approx. $6.00 per 
packet/ 100 kg seed) & that it has not 
passed its use-by-date. This inoculant is 
an allowed input in organic systems.

SOWING RATES 


Sowing rates for seed per hectare are 
generally expressed as a range eg 30 - 
60 kg/ha. The higher end of the range is 
usually used for better soils. 

We supply a quantity of seed from 

the high end of the suggested rate 

per hectare. To make it easier for 

you to decide on the quantity of seed 
needed we then package the seed for 
10m?, the size of an average garden 
bed and 1000m? (approx. 1/4 acre). 
Coverage depends on your ability to 
spread the seed over the allocated 
area. If doing this for the first time it is 
helpful to divide the area into sections 
by marking it out with agricultural lime. 
Then divide the seed so there is the 
same number of portions of seed as 
sections. This will help to ensure that 
the whole area receives some seed as 
it can be very difficult with fine seed 
to judge this accurately.
